But alas, this was but ſmall relief to innocent 27avy, though her life, and her 
conception was by this means ſpared, yet the ſcandal remained, and the reproach 
of Incontinency and Whoredome in the Mother, and Tlle gitimacy on the child, 
and all this came upon them, not malitiouſly by adverſaryes, for then it might 
pave been borne, but regularly by the Law of God,& by Foſeph walking regularly, 
according, totheLaw ofGod, doing what he did in obedience to the Law,this was a 
bitter pill to them both, | 

Oh the diſtreſſed cryes,prayers, tears, & lamentations would their godly hearts 
be involved, drowned in ? the diſtreſs was ſuch, that no creature could help them 
out of it, nor give counſel and advice inthe caſe, only they cry to God, Lord ap- 
pear in the Mount, Now the Lord who uſeth to pity and relieve his children 
that cry unto him in their diſtreſs, relieved theſe his dear Children, as appeareth, 
1Math.1,20,21, while Foſeph pondered ontheſe things, bekoldthe Angel of the Lord ap- 
peared 10 him ina dream, ſaying, Foſeph thou Son of David, fear not to take unto thee Ma» 
ry thy wife, for that which is conceived in ber is of the Holy Ghoſt, and ſhe ſhall bring 

forth a Son, and thou ſhalt call bis Name Feſus, for he ſpall ſave bus people from their ſons. 

Oh what an eaſe and lifting up of heart was this to Foſeph ! and what a fuineſs 
of confirmation of the Faith of Mary, and conſolation to her diltrefled Soul, when 
kiſepb related the ſame unto her, | 

Now Joſeph withall ſpeed conſummated. (according to their publick manner } 
their marriage, and took her to his houſe, Yet they now both being divinely in- 
formed of the divinity of her Conception, and well knowing the peſeniſe of the

3. Though the preſent breaking forth of this Scandal, was now divinely an 
wonderfully prevented from coming forth by Hoſeph, yet they were in danger that: 
ſome degree of Scandal might break forth, by an over ſoon time of her Birth, and 
in that caſe they never want obſervers of the time of marriages, eſpecially when 
there be ſignal CharaCters upon the Parents,or concerning the Birth,as it wasemi. 
nently in thiscaſe, But we ſhall ſee in the ſequel of the Hiſtorv, that the Divine 
Providence of God did draw two Mantles over this danger, whereby: the matter 
was put out of the reach of all obſervations of any man, viz. ; 

_ Thefirſt Mantle was, that by occaſion of Caſars Taxation of all the world under 
his dominion, Joſeph and Mary werecalled, yea, compelled, though ſhe was big; 
with child, to go to Bethlehem the City of David, and there the child was born, far 
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ſo critical an obſervation, 


The ſecond Mantle was that by reafon of Zerods perſecution, Joſeph and Mary | 


with the child, were by Divine direction fent away to Egypt, where they ſtayed a. 
bout two years, even till Zerods death, after which th. Lord called them home a- 
gain, and though they went and livedin their own City, yet now the child was up- 
ward of two years old, and all thoughts of ſuch a curious obſervation, were utterly

Maryes conception of onr Lord Jeſus, was about fix months 
after the conception of John Baptiſt, Zu4.1.36.this is the ſixth moneth with ber, who 
w45 called barren,& Mary tarrying, about three months with her, yet returned be- 
fore the birth of John, the tarried till Elizabeth was very near her travail;for here 
are nine months mentioned, It were curioſity to eaquire why ſhe tarried not 
till the birth of John, When ſhe came to Ioſeph, we may juſtly conceive that ſhe 


told him what had paſſed when ſhe came to her Couzen Elizabeth, for the confir- 


mation of his Faith and joy, And now having gone three months of her time, it 
appeared evident to Joſeph, for the help of his Faith, that ſhe was indeed with 
child, as ſhe had ſaid unto him, and that all theſe wonderfull things which Mary 
had told him were true, thoughat firſt they ſeemed to him incredible. Thus did 
the Lord mightily confirm the Faith and joy of theſe two precious Saints, yea and

at Bethlehem; the Regiſter and Genealogyes of David might have been ſearched,

3. Hereis to be noted the time of their returning home, viz. when they had 
fulfilled the dayes, and inithed the ſervice and worſhip which God commanded; 
none of them {tipp2d out, and got away to run hom? b2fore the worſhip of God 
was hnithed, as too many of our p2ople, eſpecially our vouth are too frequently 
wont to doe. The Parents of Jeſus aid till all was finiſhed, and the child frayed 
with them. It was their con'tant cutome ſoto doe, O how good it is to nphold 
a con tant, reverent waiting upon the Lord with godly fear; for our God isa con- 
ſuming fire, Children mult be trained up toſerve God with reverence and fear.

I amloth topaſs over this famous Hiſtory, withont taking ſome notice of thi” 
great duty of our Genzration work,.in training up of youth in Religion and learn- 
ing, to hit them for the ſervice of God, and the publick beneht of mankind, both 
in Families,Church, and common-wealth,all ſorts and orders of men are bound to 
attend unto this great and neceſlary G-neration work,, And we of New-Englard 
a:emore ebliged to it then any other, in ſome rel{p=&s, eſpzcially, becauſe it wes 
one of the chief motives and ends of our defigne in leaving of our native ſoile, Re 
tations, callings, friends, and hopzs for worldly Eſtates, adventuring our all into 
the hands of Gods providence, to paſs over the valt Ciean into a wilderneſs, 
a land nvt ſowen, to enjoy the liberties of Gods houſe and Ordinances, and inſtitu.

the performance of this zreat generation work, Yet are we much more failing 
therein, than they were, we do know that the long, duration of their flonriſhing 
Nate, did ſpring and grow inthis garden of ſerereEducation of poſterity of all ſorts 
of youth, which bleſſing is founded and promiſed in the hfth.Commandment, 

We do already plainly ſee, that the {degeneracy and rnine of our reformed”

religious education doth nee” a them to be ready for any ſeryice of God in their 
generation,. The firſt impreſſions that are ſtrongly made upon the tender ſouls

This part of the ſufferings of Chriſt is abundantly declared both in the Propheſy 
and alſo in the Hiſtory, Poverty is not a fin, but an affliction a puniſhment of fin, 
fin hath bruugbt poverty upon man, as the deſert of our fin, man was arich Lord, 
but fin hath made hima poor beggar, The reaſon why poverty is a puniſhment, 
is, becauſz it cutteth us off, and depriveth us, and taketh away. much of onr domi- 
nion over the Creatures of God, _ Adam was made Lord over Gods Creatures, 
in this low world he had dominion over them, but fin hath ſtripped us in a great 
meaſure of our dominion, God will permit us to have alittle, a few of his crea--. 
tures to rul- over and employ, Though ſome dominion over, and uſe of the crea- 


tures God doth allow to every one, even to the pooreſt Lazarus, viz. the Earth to - 
tred and ly upon, the Air to breath in, and (ome food to live upon, though this isa 


grant of free mercy, for ſim hath deſerved that we ſhould be ftripped of all good... 

Poverty is a very dark cloud drawnover ſinful man, which vaileth all his glory 
and humane excellency, And it was a dark cloud over Jeſus Chriſt, when he was 
here on Earth among\tus, There he many vices that attend Poverty, Prov.30.4. 
but Jeſus Chriit touched none of them, he ſuffered finleſs poverty, but not the fins 
of poverty which it tempteth and expoſeth menunto; there be alſo many virtues 
that attend and ſhine. in poverty, theſe virtues did Jeſus Chriſt ſhine in, there is 
ſanCtifged poverty and that Chritt ſuffered, there is alſo-unfan&tifted poverty, and 
that Jeſus Chriſt touched not ; he ſufered the curſe of poverty, that he might take 
the curſe out of it; this he ſuffered, to turn the quality, the effe(t and the operati- 
on-of it to be only medicinal, and not deſtructive unto.us. Confider what be the 
afflictions of poverty which Jelfus Chriſt ſuffered, and then ſee how Jeſus Chriſt 
":#ered them all, yea, more then Ican ntter,

The In!tances of his ſuferings which follow,are more conſpicuous in the courſe 
Of his puhlick Miniltry, ſuch was this point, in this SeCtion touched on, viz, bi bo- 
dily Infirmityes, mentioned by Mathew, which words are recited out of 1ſat.5 3.4. 
ſurely be bath born our griefs, and carrizd our ſorrows, and this Text he bringeth to 
Pro''e that Feſus Chriſt did beal all manner of diſ:aes, and ſickn:ſſ*s, not asa Phyſiti- 
an, but as a Mediator, by divine power and Authority, as God and man, Hedid 
bear all the ſinleſs puniſhment of our ſins in his body, 1 Pet.2.21, himſ-!f bare our 
{ens in bis own body, that is the puniſhmnt of our fins, viz, ſinles puniſhment, 
whereof our bodil; jnfirmityes, weaknefſes, pains and ficknefl:s are a great and

(This Text in 274th. doth hold forth that part of the Humiliation of py us Chrilt 
in ſubmitting himſelf to bodily infirmityes anddiſeaſes, which he took, and bare, 
he took our griefs and pains for'our ſakes, and bare them in our ſtead, Te isan 
eminent part of his ſufferings clearly held forth in the Propheſtes; and teſtified in 
the Goſpel Hiſtory of him. it is a point of great uſe and comfort to the Church, 
that this ſharp Rod is managed in the hand of a merciful, tender hearted, vea,and 
experienced Mediator, Jeſus Chriſt his body was mortal, which is evident by 
this, thathe dyed, yea, he came into the world to dye, and therefore took a mor- 
tal body, capable to perform that great ſervice, which he came todo. The body 
of Adam in Innocency was capable of Immortality, but by fin he hecame mortal,

his death; So that it was through the infirmity of a mortal body that he dyed, 
2 Cor,12.4, for though he was crucihed through weakneſs, yet he liveth in the 
power of God ; his humane nature ſubject to our infirmityes, made him mortal, 
Divine power maketh him Immortal, Though Jeſus Chritt took many infirmi- 
tyes, ficknefſes, weaknefles incident to a mortal body, yet he dyed not by any ſick- 
neſs, he dyeda violent death, being in his full ſtrength, Their cruelty and harſh 
uſage of his mortal body forced ( with his voluntary conſent, Foþ.10.18. ) a ſepa- 
ration of his Soul from his body, by much and cruel whippings, they made deep 
and long Furrows in his back, by piercing his head with Crowns of thorns, knock- 


<d on with a ſtaff, by abuſing him all night, they gave him no reff, The Rulers 


had him to do till after Cocks crowing, then they went to their reſt, if their maliti- 
ous minds would ſuffer them to ſleep ; but they committed our blefſed Lord Jeſus 
to Souldiers and the rude Rabble, who abuſed him all the might, in the morning 
they committed him-to Pilate, who finally condemned him, and delivered him to 
be crucified, They oppreſſed his ſpent mortal body by bearing his croſs, the j 

nailed his hands,& ſtretched his body,til] all his joints were tooſed, At that ſtretch 

they nailed his feet, they pierced his fide with a Spear, and let out his life blood 
All theſe and ſundry more of the laſt ſuflerings of our Lord, ſhall hereafter (the 
Lord aſſiſting ) in their place and order be opened ; this may ſuffice at preſent to 
ſhew, that the body of Jeſus Chri!t had the infirmity of mortality, and dyed with

The 
mortal body of Jeſus Chriſt was ſuſteined (as our bodyes be) by eating, drink- 
ing, motion, labour andreft, in all which reſpects our fallen eſtate feeleth much 
puniſhment, and the matter of ſickneiles is uſually contratted,by eating and drink-

{ teſs puniſhment of ſin, which Jeſus Chriſt ſuffered; So why may not we ſay, 
at the animal paſſions and infirmityes have in them a {nlefs puniſhment of fin ?

An evil tongue ſtirreth up hatred, ſtrife and contentton ; and kmdleth hell 
hre among Neighbours, Fam.2.5,5. the tongue xs a little member, and boafteth great 
things, behold how great a matter a little fire &indleth ; and the tongue is a fire, a wort! 
of iniquity, ſo #s the tongue among our members, that it defileth the whole body, and ferteth 
on fire the courſe of nature, and it zs ſet on fire of Hell : the tongue is a weapon of re- 
venge, and of cruet malice, Pſal.52.2,3,4. thy tongue deviſeth miſchief lite a ſharp 
Faſor, working deceitfully, thou Joveſt evil more then good, and lying rather then to [peak 
Righteouſneſs, Seiak, Thou loveſt all devouring words © thou deceitful tongue. The 
whole City of Nob was deſtroyed by Doegs tongue; Fer.15.18, come let 25 deviſe 
devices againſt Jeremy, come let us ſmite him with1he tongue, ard let v5 not giv? beed io 
eny of by words ; words will leave ſome ſtain, aliquid herebit. Pſai,140.3, They have 
ſvarpened their tongues like a Serpent, Adders poyſon us under their lips, Selah. Math, 11. 
i6. Glutton, 4 wine bibber, a friend of Publicans and ſenners ; many ſuch miſchiefs do 
fpring ſrom a reproachful tongue, which kind of bitter Suilerings our Lord Jeſus 
did undergo. | 

Queſt. Why did Jeſus Chriſt that moſt innocent T.amb of God undergo this 
great and bitter affliction of reproaches and cruel mockings ? 

1- Becauſe it. is one of the puniſhments which our {in hath deſerved, Jeſi 
Chriltnever deſerved to be ſo ſpoken of, ſo reproached, ſo mecked, all was falfly 
an4 unjuſtly charged upon him, without any appearance of cauſe, they laid to his 
charge things that he knew not, but we the people of God have deſerved them 
all, ſome in one reſpect, ſome in another,and therefore Jeſus Chriſt did bear them 
for us, Iſai.5 3,4456- be bath born our griets, and carryed our ſorrows, be was wound- 

ed for our Trax(greſſions, he was bruiſed for our Iriquityes, the chaſt icement of our peace 
was upon him, the Lord hath laid on bem the Iniquityes of us all, 

2, Jeſus drank deep of tlns cup of reproaches, becauſe he could doit Tnnocent= 
ly without any contamination, or participation in fin, 2 Cor,<,21. though be was 
made in for us, yet he kn:zw no ſin, 1 Pet,2-22,23. he dilno on, neither was ovile found 
in his mouth, when he was reviled, he reviled not again, when be ſuffered, he threatned not.

x#nto this day, But none of theſe things can hurt us. Jelus Chriit by hs Suucr-

Deut.29,29. So much of this part of the ſufferings of Chriſt as is neceſlary for us * 


to know isrevealed in the Harmony of thoſe three Evangeliſts before recited, of 
which I ſhall now ſay but little, Here be three, yea, four Temptations recorded 
as an Epitome of all ſorts of Temptations, wherewith Satan doth uſually aſfault 
the Church of Chriſt Jeſus. Theſe are all flethly and worldly Temptations, as 
for Temptations of envy, malice, revenge, and ſuch like, they are the frequent 
Temptations ofhypocrites, but not to frequently can Satan faſten them upon 
ſound believers, in whom there is a living principle of love, Theſe Temptatie 
ons I ſhall touch, as they are recorded by Mathew. ; 

1. The firit Temptation is to ſenſual plealure, to ſatisfe the natural appetites 
of the Fleſh, all of them b2ing comprehended under that one, of eating, which is 
th? ſtrongeſt and mot vehement Appetite in the whole wheel of nature,and moſt 
difficult to govern: govern that,and ye govern all, Theſe Appetites of the fleſh 
are th2 dangerous Temptations of this la't and b2'!t Age of the Church in thismi= 
litant world, Lu&-21,34, t4be heed to your ſelves leaſt tt any time your bearts be over 
chirged with ſurfetting & drunt2nneſs,Gcares of this war!d,(5 ſo that thy do e come upon 
yo: unzreares. The latisfying of theſe Appetites were the ruin? of the old world 
Mub.24.37,33,39. But as the dayes of Noah w2re, ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the Sow 
of mx be, for as inth: dayes that wzre before th: fluad, thy were eating and drinking mar- 
rying and giving in marrizg? until the day that Noah extered into th: Ark, and knew not 
until th: flood cam? ani took them all away, ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the Son of man be. 


| Jeſus Chriſt hath fought this fizld for us, and conquered Satan in all theſe kinds 


of Temptations, all Temptations unto any kind of Senſuality are conquered by 
Iefus Chri't, who hath both conquered them in his combate, and ſet us an holy and 
powerful pattern,how we ſhoulddo the ſame, 

- 2,The ſecond ſort of Temptations which Ieſus Chriſt did conflict with, & conquer 
5 fear, which layeth Faith proſtrate, and raiſeth unhelief to uſe carnal wiſdom 


| and ſhifts to help our ſelves, and ſtirreth up carnal confidence and preſumption in 
; 2 miſapplyed promiſe,which isa very dangerous Temptation toa belieyer, This 


Temptation of fear gave a great foil to the Faith of Abraham, both in Egypt andin 
Gerar, in ſaying his wife was his filter out of fear,and in like manner was theFaith 
of Iſzzc foyled, But David was a gallant conquerour in this point, that would 
not touch S4u},when the Providence of God delivered him, or expoſed him into 
his hand, no not to gain a Kingdome by an indire& means:again't this Temptation 
of fear, Ieſus Chriſt hath diligently charged and fenced the Church, AMrath.10.26, 
23,31,33. Luk,12.32, and in many other places, and by his Conflift with this 
fort of Temptations he hath hoth conquered Satan for us, and hath ſet us an hea- 
renly pattern how wedhould conquer n_ alſo, | " 
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A third and fourth ſort of Temptations. This Temptation is double, the bait 
is Worldly riches and glory,to {atiftye thoſe ſpiritual ins of Covetouſneſs, Am. 
bition and Pride, which are the filthand off-ſpring of mans loſt Dominion,, Sa» 
tan preſented a ſ-nſe-ravithing , though but an imaginary glimpſe of all the 
worlds glory. Zuk,4.5. it was done In a moment of time : but he endeavoured 
to ſet on as ravithing an imprefſion upon his Phancy as he could, to raiſe in him a 
Lult and longing after ſuch another fght, and eſpecially to enjoy that gallant 
thing which he bal ſeen. We are apt to be taken and raviſhed with ſuch ghmp- 
ſes, that we are ready to run the greateſt hazzards in the world to enjoy that 
ob'eft. Men are ſometimes ſo taken and ravithed with a glimpſe of an object of 
Luſt, as David was : but more frequently and violently with objeCts (eſpecially 
if attainable) of Riches, Gain, Profht, Honour, to ſatiſhe Covetouſneſs Ambition, 
Pride, Worldly greatneſs : and upon this account, will be hired and aJlured from 
the Worſhip and Service of God, and Communion of Geds people therein : as 
Lot was, who being raviſhed with the riches and fertility of the Plains ef Sodcys, 
was content, yea choſe to part with Abrahams Family, and communion in the 
worſhipand ſervice of God there exerciſed, and to goe unto Sodom and to live 
among them, How often have we ſeen menenamoured with.a good Farm (as 
they eſte-med and fancied it) for the enjoyment of which, they have left the 
Ncighbourhood,and communion of Saints, and of the Church, and gone to live a- 
| Ione in a wilderneſs, where they are compaſied about wirh their own land and 
Beaſts, Yea ſich is the power of this Bait, that the hook within will catch and 
Engage them, not only to part from the true worſhip of God, but to give them= 
ſelves up to Devil-worſhip, As Demas forſook Paul and the Goſpel, and imbra- 
ccd the preſent world, to obtaina great Living, to bea Prieſt inan idol Temple, 
as Eccleftaltical Hiſtory informeth us, 

And how many in our dayes, are hired again't their light, from the Truth,and 
Proteſtant Religion, unto Popery by a fat Biſhoprick, a Cardinals cap, a tripple 
crown? And thus the Devil thought to hire Jeſus Chriſt toDevil-worſhip., by 
a falſe pretence, that he had power to make him poſlefſor of all that glory,wher- 
of he had;given him ſuch a ravithing glimpſe, But Jeſus Chriſt hath fought 
tbis great Battel, and conquered the Devil, and all theſe kinds of Temptations for 
us, and come off Conquerour, and ſetusa pattern how we may doe ſo alſo, 

From this admirable Hiſtory of Tefus Chriſt his ſuffering himſelfto be tempted 
by the Devill, even to the uttermolt of 11s power and skill, we may gather up 
ſome General Conſfoderations. 

Firffk. See the marvellous power of fictitious Tmaginations, and figments of 
the mind, What ſtrong, conceptions and mental productions of Sin they fill the 
Souls of men withall; They prevailed not ſo far with Jeſus Chrilt as to pollute 
him, but to tempt him to the uttermoſt. Mad men doe many times ſpeak out 
their mental! h£16ns and conceptions : but ſober men have more command over 
themſelves, than to vent and ſpeak out what is boyling in their hearts, But the 
thoughts and 'fipments of the mindare feldome quiet, unleſs they be overpower- 
edby a foul-rvling, imployment and Spirit, The preſence and Worſhip of God 
ſhould over-bear them, and often doth : Yet vanity of mind, running after theſe 
mentatfigments, is a mournfull complaint af Gods Children, as being a trouble- 
ſome vexatious ſore, and bitter interruption, even in our beſt Services : and well 
If this.be bitter ! they doe the leſs hurt, they are moſt pernicious when they are

1, He had waited forty dayes, viz. till Jeſtis-was an hungry, before he aflault« j ih

The order of the time of theſe Temptations, is not ſtrifly to be infiſted upon,as 
appeareth by Zuke, who placeth that Temptation ſecond, which Mathew placeth 
third. And beſides, this Temptation which they all place firlt, was not acted till 
the end of the forty dayes falting : becauſe the Text ſaith, that he was an hungry, 
which gave Satan his opportunity, and it may very well be, that the other Temp- 
fations which are recorded, were acted, before this at the end of the forty dayes, 
for the Text ſaith,that he was tempted forty dayes, Satan plyedhim every day, ha- 
ving liberty ſo to do, he would not ſtay till the forty dayes of his liberty were end- 
ed, before he began his Temptations,

all. Men will do any thing for a Kingdome, or a Popedome, f9c. but Jeſus 
Chriſt deſpiſed them all, and hath conquered this tickling Temptacion, 

4. Thz fourth general conſideration, ſee the conſtant way by which the Lord 
Jeſus doth anſwer, expel, and conquer every kind of Temptation, viz. by reſt- 
iting it by the Sword of the Spirit, the Word of God, The Scripture is a weapon 
—_ through God, and if we be diligent it is alwayes ready at hand, for our uſe 
and defence, when all our actions and conflicts are regulated by a. command, the 
promiſe will ever be ready to aſſiſt, and protect us. 

5. See the powerful Effe& of a pertinent application of a Scripture in our ma- 
nagement of the ſpiritual War,in repelling and reſilting of Temptations, Fam.4.7. 
reſift the Devil, and he will fly from you, The Sword of the Spirit is an holy wea- 
Pon, that he dares not conflict with, ifSatan aſſault thee, and tind thee well armed 
and furniſhed with the Scripture, he will ſoondepart, and let his Temptation fall, 
or ly by at preſent, watching for a fitter ſeaſon, for that or any other Temptation 
whereby he may do thee a miſchief. 

KQuef#. Why did Jeſus Chrilt ſuffer his holy, pure, humane nature to he ſo far 


, under the power of Satan, as to be tran{ported in ſuch an hideous manner, from 
the wilderneſs to the City, to the Temple, to the top of a Pinacle, to the top of an 


high mountain, and there to be deluded witha vain fight? ' Satan hath a great: 
power over the Phantaſtes of men, and hecan ( when leave is given unto him) 
tranſport their Phantaſiesand imaginations unto ſuch ſtrange notions and Temp- 
tations, and therefore {till the queſtion remaineth, why did our Lord Jeſus ſuffer 
his pure mind to be aMlidted with ſuch tranſporting Temptations ? 

Anſw. 1, Becauſ- this is a great part of the puniſhment due unto the fin of 
wan, to be given up unto, and under the power of Satan, unto his ſeduCtions and 
Temptations, Eph.2.2, in times paſt ye walked according to the _— this world, 
according tothe Prince of the power of the Air, tbe Spirit that now worketh in the Cbil- 


dren of diſobedience, &c, AR,26.18. from the power of Satan, Mankind are lawful 


Captives to juſtice, and we are delivered up unto Satan to be our jaylor, and one 
part of the power which the Goaler hath over us, is this, to work in our hearts, 
minds, Phantaftes and aFeCtions, this is a deep and dreadful part of the puniſh- 
ment of ſin, our mental bondage is a ſore bondage ; there is abundantly more fin 
committed in the minds, thoughts, and imagination, then in outward aCtions, 
There be frequent Murthers, Adulteries, Fornications, Thefts, Blaſphemies, and 
what not, There be many abominations within, that dare not look out, Prov.6, 
16,18, there be ſeven abominations, whereof one is; an heart that deviſeth wicked 
imaginations, at the day of Jndgement, when the ſecrets of all hearts ſhall be opened and 
judged, there will be abundance more work in judging the inward fins of the mind 
a heart, then of the outward fins of words and deeds, 2t is out of the abundance 0 
the heart that the mouth dothſpeak,our flavedome to Satan is principally in our min 
hearts, and imaginations, 

Therefore - us Chriſt ſuffered this puniſhment to the full, ſo far as it could be 
ſuffered with Innocency, he ſuffered till Juſtice was ſatisfied, he gave Satan leave 
todo his worſt againſt him in theſe Temptations, as he did at his laſt ſufferings, 
which are called your hour aud power of darkneſs, at this time of Temptation Satan 
did ſaucily domineer overour dear Lord, abuſing his Phantaſie and Imagination 
tothe uttermoſk of hisskill, and all this Jeſus Chrilt ſuffexeq in our ſtead. By

2. By hisſuffering of Temptations Jeſus Chriſt hath taken away the ſting an d 
curſe, and condemning power out of all our Temptations, ſo that they cannot 
mortally hurt us ; becauſe the Law is ſatisfied by the ſufferings of Jeſus Chriſt, it 
is the Lav that gives {trength to fin, to procure puniſhment, 1 Cor. 15.56, ſeeing 
then that the offence of the Law is removed by the ſifferings of Jeſus Chriſt, the 
mortal power of Temptations 4s taken away, Temptations they may ſorely af- 
flict, but they cannot kill and damn a Child of God. 

3. Jeſus Chriſt ſuffered himſelf to be horribly tempted, that he might b= az 
experienced, able, Faithfull and compaſſionate high Prie!t, to relieve us in our 
Temptations, and to hear with us in our violent and ſtrange extravagancies, in 
our vain figments and imaginations.

4. Our Lord Jeſus gave Satan leave thus to aflault him, in this part of his 
inviſible Kingdome, where his power is greatelt, that he might procure for us an 
abſolute and compleat Victory over Satan, and all his powers and policyes, that 
no force ſhould be left in his hand againſt Believers in Chrift, He hath conquer- 
ed his inner Kingdome, the power thathe hath over mens minds and imaginati- 
ons, Hereby he hath Satan in ſo ſtreighta chain, that all his Temptations are at 
the diſpoſe and ordering of Jeſus Chriſt. Col,2.15, Having ſpoiled Principalityes 
and powers, be made a ſbew of them openly, triumphing over them in it viz, in 
his croſs and Sufferings, And this is a chief part of this conquelt, to con-

fight and triumph in Jeſus Chriſt, 

6. Jefus Chriſt ſuffered himſelf to be tempted to ſet. us a pattern of the way 
of conquering Temptation, . Example and experience doe effectually teach : 
therefore when at any time we are aſſaulted with Temptations, turn our minds 
to the pattern of Chriſt, Mat.a4. and ſee what he did, and doe we the ſame, 

7. Jeſus Chriſt hath undergone this held of Temptations, tolet us ſee by ex- 
perience the power of the word over Satan andall his Temptations, The Spi- 
ritual War is a principal part of our Religion; and we ſee that the Word of God 
isa principal weapon in the management of this War, Pfal.17.4, By the words of 
thy lips, I have kept me from the paths of the deſtroyer. 

8, All this Jeſus Chriſt hath done, to teach us how neceſſary it is, that the 
word of God ſhould dwell richly in us, C01.3,16. It is a great Duty, and a pre= 
cious mercy to he ready in the Scriptures, like a ready Scribe, that can draw out 
of his [Quiver a fitting arrow for every caſe, Every S$cribe- which is intruted 
to the Kingdome of Heaven, is like-unto a man that-is an houſholder, who bring- 
eth forth out ofhis Treaſury things new and old, 

Bythis high and glorious example of Jeſus Chrit his ſuffering of Temptations 
the Saints of God ſheuld learn much and moſt uſefull inſtruction, touching which 
I ſhall give ſome ſhort hints, . ; | ,

The Spirit of God doth attend and affilt fuch as are in Temptations, and duth 
furniſh them unto ſuch Services and ſuferings as the Lord ſhall pl-aſ- to call them 
unto, Temptations are Gods uſual preparatories of his Children forgreat ſer= 
vices, when God was about to call up Abraham to he a Father of the faithful,a Core 
ner ſtone, ( in ſubordination to Teſus Chriſt ) of that Church in which leſ'15 Chrilt 
came into the world, and tobe a Father inthe holy line of the promiſed Szed, 
we may ſee that God prepared him for theſe great ſervices, by great Temptati- 
ons and trvals. When God was about to call up Moſes tod-liver Ifrazl out of 
Feypt, to change the Church polity, to be Gods In'trument to create new hea- 
vens,; and anew Farth, to —_ the Church and common wealth of Iſrael, glori- 
ous ſervices, we ſee that God prepared him for all this by great Temptations and 
Tryals. When God was about to call up David to make great Reformation in 
the Church of Iſrael togather upand ſettle all the ſcattered parts of Gods intitu- 
ted worſhip, and fix it in a Temple, and to ereCta typical Kinzdome of Teſus 
Chriſt, and to fix the line of the Incarnation of the promiſed ſeed, all of them ve- 
ry great and eminent ſervices, with ſundry more that I name not, only include 
hem in theſe generals, Iſay when God was about tocall up David to theſe great 
ervices, O what a ſtorm of Temptations did he ariſe through ? 
ſ When Solomen was called to finiſh what his Father David had begun in build- 
ing the Temple and ſetting in order the fixed national worſhip of God; We 


read little of his paſſing through Temptatious to humble and prepare him : But 


we read much of his ſenſuality, whereby he ſo ſtained the glory of his high ſervi- 
ce3, that it ſhould raiſe thankfulneſs to God that pleaſeth to call us up to ſervices 
of renown, through afield of very great Temptations. 

We ſee in our preſent ſubje&touching the ſufferings of Chriſt, that when the 
Lord was calling him up to that greateſt and moſt honourable of ſervices, that 
ever wazperformed unto the Lord in this world, viz, the Redemption of man,and 


.the ſalvation of ſouls, Ieſus Chriſt entered upon the ſervice through many tri- 


bulations andtemptations, it is anexperimental ſaying of holy men, that prayer, 
meditation and Temptation make a good Chriſtian, a good Miniſter, a good Magl-

Temptationvsare humbling providences, they are rods of correCtion and In- 
{ruction, that wean us from all kind of ſelf confidence, or ſelf ſeeking; they re- 
ihe and purge us in our grounds and ends, in all our motions: and when a Chri- 
ſtian is duly ſanCified in his grounds and ends, he isa fitted inftrument to glorify 
God in any ſervice whatſoever, The leſs of man, the more of God, 

Furthermore, we ſee that when Chrilt was about to enter into this difhcult 
eld of Temptation, he firlt received the Sacrament of Baptiſin, to fulfill all righ- 
teouſneſs, no other Goſpel Sacrament being yet inltituted. Federal Sacram-n- 
tal Communion with God, doth greatly ſtrengthen Faith , We ſee alſo that 
when fees Chriſt was entering into the field of Death, he firſt exerciſcd ſacra- 
mental Communion with God, yea double ſacramental communion with God : 
Hefir(t eat the Paſſover, and then inſtituted and celebrated the Lords Supper, & 
thenentred upon his garden confli and Agony, & all the ſuffering that followed 
evento his Death. By theſe Examples ef Jeſus Chriſt, when Gods people are to 
enter upon any great def1gn, eſpecially when they goe upon hazzard of their life, 
they will, if they can orderly and regularly receive the Sacrament before they 
enter upon their deſign. Get as near to Godaz you can, True it is that many 
doe this ſuperſtitiouſly, & regard not the regular receiving the Sacrament

zreat concernments in like manner as he did, Our co-enant commun'on with 
Gecd, ſealed with adivine inftituted Seal, regularly admini tred, is to bz nu nhred 


{ among the greatelt external means of Grace, for t!!e confirmation of our Faith, 


The evidences of our Faith have the broad Seal of h-airen affixed to them : And 
that is alſo ſet on by the efficacy of the Spirit, who fitreth in his Sealing-Office,in 
the adminiſtration of the Sacrament, and ratijeth the application of the publick 
Inſtituted Seal, unto the Soul in particular; unto which att of the Spirit inthe ad. 
miniſtration ofthe Sacraments, when a poor doubting trembling Soul dothreve. 
rently attend, he ſhall find ſuch an efficacy of the ſealing Spirit in his Soul, as ſhall 
izable him to go away as Hexnabdid, when ſhe recerved Ely his bleſſing, 1 Sen.1. 
18, ſo the woman went ber way, and did eat,and her countenance was no more (ad, when 
we celebrate the death and ſufferings of Jeſus Chriſt in our Sacramental Commu- 
non with God, it doth reviveour damped and diſcouraged Faith, it ſeals our inſe- 
perable union to Jeſus Chriſt, inabling us to ſay what ſhall ſeperate me ? it doth alſo 
quicken, animate and encourage Faith to venture upon the greateſt, moſt difi- 
cult and dangerous enterprize, when called thereunto; it roll 4 the Soul to ſay, 
my life is not dear to me, ſo I may but finiſh the Lords work, unto which he hath 
called me, whatever Sufferings, ſorrows, Tryals, Temptations Tam thereby ex- 
poſed unto, When Faith is ſtrengthned, all grace ison the thriving hand, he. 

cauſe it is the work of Faith to goe forth to Jeſus Chriſt, and fetch out ofhis ful- 

neſs whatever Grace we want; and to fetch ſupply to enable us unto any Service 

n doing or ſuffering the good pleaſure of the Lord, whatever it be, Jeſus Chriſt 

hath ſuffered Temptations deeper then any eyer did, and therefore experimen-

ES &paſs over many things in the Sufferings of Chriſt,& come tohis laſt 


IN 


Sufferings, in the laſt twenty hours of his life in this world; whuch la(t Sutk - 

rings were begun in the Garden, and hnithed at Golgotha, In the Garden 

he ſuffered a Sonl Agony, under the ſence of the Curſe, and punithment que 
to the (m of Man, and under the ſenſe of the bitter cup of death, which he was now 
going about to drink. Andno ſooner was there an Intermitiion of the rigour of 
that Agony, but preſently he was betrayed, and ficll into tne hands of his Encmies 
thar ſought his life. Iſhall briefly touch ſome parts of the Hiltory, to ſhew how 
and whenhe came into this garden, and how he was there b<trayed, 

1. The Coretouſncſs of Judas,and a defrre to pilfer, and rob the bag which Jeſus 
his Maſter had truſted him with, was the bottome wheel ,of this Treaſon, as ap- 
Pearce th, 

Foh. 12.,1,5,6, Then ſaid one of bis Diſciples, Fudas Iſcariot, Simons ſon, which 
ſhould betray him, why was not this 0intment ſold for three hundred pence and given 10 the 
poor ? This h- ſaid, not that he cared for the poor, but b:cautc he was a thief & 
had the bag, and bare what was put therein. It is a dangerous temptation to 
a covetous man, to carry another mans Bag, Mathew fayes Math.26.8, the.Diſ- 
eiples had indignation, ſhewing, that Judas ſpake from an heart filled with anger 
and difdain againlt his Maſter, that had cauſed him toloſe ſuch a fat gob of gain : 
and the ret of the Diſciples in th-ir innocency were led to conſent to Judas, 
Mark 1.4.4. faith ſome of them had indignation : but John theweth, that it was the 
ſpirit of Judas that ſo vented himſelf, and why hedid{o, The relt that conſen- 
ted to him were only ſuch as were miſled in their ignorance of Judas his trea« 
chery, | | 

So ſoonas Judas had thus vented his indignation , the Devil entered into his: 
Sou), and ſuggeſted tohim how hemight have his gains made up that he had:Þ 
now loſt, he might get a great piece of money, ifhe would but goe to the chief F 
Prieſts, and offer to betray bis Maſter to them,, And that it was thus, Luke te--f 
ſlifieth, Luk, 22.334. Then entered Satan into Fudas 1ſcariot being one of the twelve, | 
and he went bis way and communed with tbe chief Prieſts and Captains, how be might be- 
tray biea unto them. Both Mark and Luke ſay, they promiſed him money : but 
Mathew te!3 the Sum they bargained for. /ath.26.15, for thirty pieces of ſolver, 
And now his coverous heart was fatted; but he mult be ſure to perform his bar-- 
g4in, elſe he ſhould not have his wages : therefore now he ſtudied and watched 
for an opportunity to doe whit he 2d agreed todoe, The love of money may 
well be ſaid to he the root of allevill, Satan can bring about a covetous heart Þ 
to run himſelCinto horrid fins for ſmall gains, Did he elteenthe bloud of a man 
of his Lord and Maſter, our Saviour, at no greater price ? But ſo it was pro- 
pheſied, Zach.11,12,13, We ſeeallo what a dangerous thing-1t-1s, to (| uffer our 
hearts to be blown up into indignation, for the loſs of an opportunity of getting 
gain, eſpecially unjuit gain : for the Devil hath an open door thereby to enter iN- 
to the Soul, and to put them upon ſome wicked deſ1gns, 

2. Theexecurion of this treaſon, this bloudy bargain, was alſo done ina des 

villiſh Fury, 4» becauſe Jeſus Chrilt diſcoyeed his trealon, and hum to ” the

Pſalm :; and after it he had that gracious Conference record-d by John in Chap- 
ters, 13,14,15,16, And afterall this, he uttered that gracious mediatorial Praye 
er, Chap.,17, All theſe were molt heavenly Preparatoryes for his own Sufferings, 1; 
and the Sufferings of his Diſciples, which were not ſmall, And although that © 
word be recorded Job, 14.31. 4riſe, let us go bence, yet they did not goe preſent. 
ly; for they went not till that Prayer Cap, 17, was uttered, as appears F6b.18., 
1. when Jeſus had ſpoken theſe words, he went forth, though ſome of the diſe 
courſe in theſe Chapters might be diſcourſed by the way. 

By this pattern of Chriſt his celebration of the Supper, here is nwch inflr- 
ction how we ought to keep our Sacramental Communion as pure as we can, 
and may be capable to doe in this our ſtate militant, and to be filled with holy , 
ipiritual and heavenly conference after it.

where they kept the pafſover, But he found ſo many diifcultyes and delayes, 
that it was near about midnight ere he could get all things ready, as will appear 
an the Sequel. | 

5. After this holy communion, Conference and prayer, Jeſus with his Diſci- 
ples went forth, and entered into the ſuffering garden, cb, 18.1. When Jeſus 
had ſpoken theſe words, he went forth with his Diſciples over the brook Kedron 
there was a Garden into which he entered with his Diſciples: where firlt he 
placed his Diſciples where they might be within ſight and hearing of what ſhould 
come upon him, but out of the way of Judas and his Company for their ſafety. 
fo carefull was our Lord of his poor Lambs, when a company of wolves were to 
come amongſt them, That which he commanded them was, Sir here, 11l] 1 go £9 
pray youder,Luk,22,40, pray that ye enter not imo Temptation. Then he r006 Peter 
Fames and Fobn aud went alittle further. Andnow did he enter into his Souls 
agony, with-wonderfull horror and diſtreſs, even to death. 

I, His body was not under any immediate ſuffering, as yet; only 'as it did co- 
ſu%er, and ſympathiſe with his Soul, in its terrible Agony, ſo deep and terri- 
ble were te Iorrors of his Soul, as that his body was ready to faint away and dye. 

Math. :5,55,38, he began to be ſorrowful and very heavy, then ſaith heunto 
them, my {0:15 -xceeding ſorrowful, even unto the death, tarry here and watch with me, 

Mark.1.*2,34. he beganto be fore amazed, and to be very heavy, and ſaith 
unto them, #:y Sul is exceeling ſ:rromful unto death, tarry ye bere and watch, 

Lub,22:43,44- there app:ared an Angel unto him from Heaven ſtrengthening 
and being in an Agony he prayed more earneſtiy,” and his ſweat was as it were 
great drops of blood, falling down to the ground,, The extremity of his Soul 
forrow did wring and torture the whole wheel of nature. And that this Agony: 
was firtly upon lis Soul,is expreſly tel{tified by Mathew and Mark, ſuch a load of 
forrow lay upon his Soul, that he covld ſcarce live nnder it, The fame 1s evi- 
dent in the Propheſy, 1ſai.5 3.10. Thou ſhalt make bis Soul an offering for ſin, which 
Text ſhews that the cauſe of this ſorrow was the load of our fn, which lay upon 
him, being our Surety, Luke calleth it an Agony, ver. 44. : 

2. This Soul Agony.is expreſſed by Jeſus Chriſt himielf whofelt it, in ſuch 
finificant words as do make it appear tobe a very extream torment that he was 
in, Sorrowful, or ſo beſet roundaith ſorrows, and he was ready to faint and dy' 
away, he felt the greatelt terror, conſternation, -and diltre!s 6f mind, that a mans 
Soul was capable to be in, yea, his terror was greater, then any one was able to 
bear except himſelf who is God-man, : 

3.This diflreſs of Soul was begun five dayes before the Paſover,as appeareth /oþ, 
12.27,n0w is my Soul troubled & what ſhall I ſay? Father ſaveme fromthis bourgbut for 
this cauſe came 1 unto this kour, That this was ſpoken kvedayes before the Paſsover; 
appears, loþ.12.1.ſix days before the Paſover Te{us came to Bethany,,& v.12,0n the next 
dav much people were come to the Feaſt, and then Jeſus went upto Feruſalem, 
and then was this word ſpoken by him, - ſo that he had been tong in ſome degrees 
of this Agory, yea, long, before his Soul was diſtreſſed about it, Zuke 12.50. but 1 
bave a Baptiſme to be baptized with, and how am 1 ſtreightned, preſſed, _ ell 76, be 
accompliſhed, to that that Propheſy is herein ( in part ) accomplithed, $643 by 
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a man of ſorrows, acquainted with gri-fs, his Soul was in continval ſorrow & di{lreſs» 
4. This Soul Agony was not inflicted upon him by man, nor bj Devils, nocr<a- 
ture was able to put his bleſſed Soul into ſuch a condition. 


Queſt, Who was it that put his Soul into this diſtreſs? I anſwer, it was his 


Father that gave him this Cup to drink, Foh.1$,11:. the Cup which my beavenly F a= 
ther bath green me ſhall I not drixck it ? 

Ifai.5 3.6. the Lord bath laid on him the iniquities of a all, he ſuffered the wrath 
and curſe of God, the punithment due to the fin of man, he is our ſurety, he ſtood 
in our ſtead, and divine juſtice inflifted upon him all the puniſhment due to our 
ſins, And he ſpared not to lay upon him till he was fully ſatished, Kom.$8.32. Ze 
ſpared not bis own Son, here he drank the frlt deep draught of the wrath of God 
due to our fin, on the Croſs, he drank the laſt draught, and then h.: dyed. 

5, He turned the Innocent reluCtancies of humane nature into prayers unta 
kis Father, who laid this load upon him, and ſubdued, and ſupprefled them with 


humble, holy ſubmiſſion to his will, and then drank, and this he did three times, . 


he made three draughts of this bitter cup which he drank inthe garden, Andir 
pleaſed the Father to give him interims of ſome eaſe, ſo that after his firſt ſubmiſ- 
ſion he went unto his Diſciples, and awaked thzm, ( poor watch men ) and th:n 
returned to his dreadful work again, and ſubmitted the ſecond time, 2n1 drank, 
then went he again to his Diſciples and did the fame with a check to Peter by 


Name, and returned again and prayed, and ſubmitted, and drank the thirq 


draught, and then he had an interim again, - And by that time the Traitor Ju- 
das and his Companions were come into the Garden, | 

6. In all this bitter conflict he had no humane help, for every time he came to 
his Diſcipies he found them ſleeping, he fulfilled that Propheſy, 1/ai.63-3. / kave 
trodden the wine preſs alone,and ofthe people there was none with me, Yet to in- 
form andeonrince us of the greatneſs of this work and bitter ſuffering, it pleaſed 
God to ſendan Angel to ſtrengthen lim, as Zuke teltifieth, Lute 22.43 and there 
appeared an Angel unto him from Heaven ftrengthning bim, The Cup was ſo bitter, 
that it was as much as life could bear, yet he revived again, and went on in his 
work, till he drank the laſt draught on the Croſs,& then it killed him, he drank at 
ſeveral times, that it might not yet kill him; b cauſe all was not yet finiſh 4; buf 
when all was finiſhed,he drank the bottem of theCup, & then it killed him, he be= 
gan with a ſouJAgony only,without immediate bodily ſufferings,ſfave what his bo- 
dy (ſuffered by fimpathy with his diſtreſfed ſoul;but on theCroſs he ſuffered the ex- 
tremity of bodily ſuffering,&Soul ſufferings alſo both together,&then it killed him 

7. What is a Soul AZony? Anſw. The wrath and curſe of God due to fin by: 
the Law, inflifted to puniſh the Soul, 

What is that Soul puniſhment which Jeſus Chrilt ſuffered, which he began in 
the garden, before they touched his body ? 

Anſw, It is ſo deep, terrible, Infinite, and intollerable, that it is unntterable, as 
it is ſaid, 1 Cor,2.9. Eye hath not ſeen, Ear hatb not beard, nor bave entered into the heart 
of man, the things that God bath prepared for them that love him.” So nor for them 
that love him not, whoare ſinners, And what unconceivable punii/-ment divine

jJuſlice hath prepared for ſinners, all that, Jeſus Chriſt hath ſuffered in'our ſtead, ' 


no man can hear the curſe of the Law but it will ſink him to hell, and there he tan 
bear it but by drops, and therefore his puniſhment is drawn out to Eternity, But 
Jeſus Chri!t was able to bear it, and to accompliſh his ſufferings in a finite time,

Souls und-r the work of converſion, when they are wounded for fin, feel ſome 


drops.and ſparks of it, j& yet that little is intollerable, Pro.18, 14.4 wounded Spirit 
zobo can bear? a Negative Interrogative,meaning that none ean bear it. Only 
Jeſus Chriſt can b-ar it, yea, we may truly ſay,never did any wounded Soul in the 
work of converſion feel ſuch Soul wounds as Jeſus Chriſt felt, and nzver did, ſhall, 
Or can any Soul in Hell feel ſuch Torments of ſoul as Jeſus Chriſt felt, 

For 1, In Hell every ſoul feels the puniſhment due to his own fin only, he ſuf- 
fercth 0.:1y for his own fins, 

2, Inth= work of converſion the ſoul feels the Ring of the guilt of his own fin 
onlv, Butleſus Chriſt ſtood in the room and ſtead of all, he isa ſecond Adam, he 
{ſuff-red the punithment due unto all, and all at once, and this maketh a wonder- 
f.l difference, The ſuffering of any one perſon is butas the drop of a Buck<t in 
compariſon of the ſufferings of leſus Chriſt, There be ſunday parts and powers 
of the ſoul ; The underitanding is the great light, ruler, commander of th- whole 
man, inall its actions, The will is the ſovereign uncompelled chooſer in the ſoul 
of man, that cloſeth with what it liketh beſt, The Conſcience is the ſovereign 
Judge of all that is done, doing, or tobe donz, The memory is the depoſitory 
Treaſury where all o.r ſtore, good or bad is laid up for after uſe, The imagi- 
nations and affections are under Servants to the Soul, And all theſe powers of 
the Soul, the perſon b-ing inthe ſtate of fin are capable of high torments ; as on 
the contrary, the perlon being in the ſtate of grace through Faith in Jeſus Chritt 
they are capable of glory and high joyes, 


 Torments enter into the Soul two wayes, as alſo do joyes. 


Sometimes by way of ſenſe and imagination. 
Sometim-s by the underltanding, by the Word and Spirit. 


In all theſe wayes, what ever Torment an Innocent Surety was capable of as 
the fruit of {tn, all that Jeſus Chriſt ſuffered, partnow in the garden, and fully 
upon the Crols, Our Surety ſtood guilty in the Eye of Juſtice, of all the fin of 
the firlt Adam, and preſents himſelf to ſuffer for the ſame, unto the ſatisfaction of 
the jultice of the Law, Rom.3,19. all the world is become guilty before God, and Je- 
{us Chriſt taketh upon himſelfall this guilt, all the mountains of guilt of all the 
elect world are rowled upon Jeſus Chriſt, be is mad? fin for us, and the fiery 
ſtreams of the wrath of God that burneth in Tophet come running down upon him, 
Pſal.88.7. thy wrath Iyeth hard upon me, thou baſt afflited me with all thy waves. The 
curſe due unto fin maketh it a fearful thing to fall into the bands of the living God, 
Heb.10,31. for our God is 4 conſuming fire. In this fearful, terrible condition was 
the Soul of Ieſus Chriſt, now in his garden agony, which ſuffering of Ieſus Chrilt 
doth ſave believers from it, to theenlargement of our Eternal Thanksgiving, 
praiſe and joy, | 

But Wo be to thoſe unto whom this grace is freely offered, but they rather. 
chuſe the pleaſures of fin for a ſeaſon, and by their own choice plunge themſelves 
into theſe flames of wrati, out of which leſus Chritlt oftereth to deliver them, but 
they refuſe to accepth;s ofer.

and Petey by name, coutd je not watch with me one bour 2 ſhewing that his firſt con- 
flift had been abont an hour, and he knowing that /udas was coming, ſet them 2 
little way off, and bid them watch, 

But alas they were poor Watchmen, he found them aſleep the ſecond time, 
then he giveth them an holy Item and Admonition, watch and pray leſ? ye fall into 
Temptation : there is more danger near you then you are aware of. Yet him- 
ſelt doth make a tender kind-hearted Apology for thenr , Firft accepting their 
willingneſs of Spirit; and then bearing with the infirmity of the fleſh : for he 
confidered that it was near midnight, high ſleeping time; and their hearts were 
full of ſorrow, which made their eyes heavy Lub,22.45%, Yet notwithſtanding, 
the care the Lord had to keep them awake, Fudas had taken them aſleep, had not: 
the Lord awaked them the third time, for when he came to them the third time 
he found them aſleep, and now he gives them a ſharp awakening, they were a- 
ſhamed the ſecond time, but now they were gaſtered ; now fleep if you can, Be- 
hold the hour is come, the Son of man 5} betrayed into the hands of ſonners, ariſe, let us 
be going, when the danger is upon us it is time to beſtir our ſelves, 


Now the Hiſtory returneth to Judas, whom we left, preparing his Company to ||| 


execute his wicked Treaſon in betraying his Lord and Maſter, when he had got- ||| 


ten his Company, a band of men and Officers, furniſhed with Swords, Staves, 
Clubs, Lanthorns, Torches, &c, no doubt he fir{tled them to the houſe where he 
had left Teſts and his Diſciples, but he found that they were gone from thence 


ſome hours ago, which might vex them, but 7ydas incouraging them, he knew "| 


the place whither they were gone, 7ob.18.2. Judas who betrayed him knew the 


place, for Ieſus oft times reſorted thither with his Diſciples;unto this place he led / I 


them; how they got into the garden, is not faid, but Judas their Leader knew how 
togetin,and did ſo, . 

And this is greatly to be obſerved, that by ſuch time as they were come, Teſirg 
Chriſt was ready for them, he had ordered and placed his Diſciples, he had finiſh» 
ed his Son] Agony, and prayers, and he had no ſooner finiſhed that great work,

1. The Company that came to apprehend this Lamb of God to make him a 
Sacrifice wasa band of armed men, with Officers and Arms, 1.18.3. and Iudas 
was their Leader, a goodly Crew to follow a Diſciple of Ieſus Chrilt, but they are 
ft enough for a Traitor; they had objected to Judas that they might miſs the right 
perſon, being night, how ſhall we know the right party ? 1udss deviſed this dire- 
Ction, he told them that he will kiſs the man, and whom yeſee me ktls, that is he, 
lay hold on him,and lead him away ſafely,ſo Mark expreſles his direCtion,Mar,14, 
44.

4+ The next act tuat paſſed was, Jeſxs asked them, whom ſeek, ye ? they ſaid, Jeſus 
of Nazaret : be ſaid, I ambe : and with that word opened a Crevis of the Ma'elty 
uf his p-rſon, which made them all to ſtart back and fall to the ground, and pro- 
bably crumbled over each other. And /ob. 18.5.6. Tudas that betrayed bim flood 4- 
mong them, and it is like fell alſo among them, unleſs his heart was harder than the 
Tet, and not fo ready to be daunted in this wicked work he vas about ; he was 
the moſt guilty perſon of them all. 

5. But they r<covered themſelves again and ſtood up, Nothing will daunt 
and divert an hard heart, when the Devill doth animate and inſpire them, And 
all this Company dep-nded upon Judas their Leader and Captain, all the action 
muſt be attributed to him, 

6, Then Ieſus asked them again, whom ſeek ye ? He was more compoſed in his 
mind then they were, he was in a good work, thzy werein a wicked work, And 
wy this ſecond Queſtion,he ſhewed evid-ntly that he would not eſcape from them 
though he could eafily have ſo done, for he knew their deſign, Then they ſaid 
again, Jeſus of Nazareth ? Jeſus anſwered them, I bave told you that I am be, if therefore 
ye ſeek m-glet theſe (viz,Peter, James and John) that are with me goe their way, that 
th. ſaying which he had ſpoken, /ob,17.12. might be fulfilled, of thoſe that thou baf 


given me Ihave loft none. And here hehold a right good Shephard, that will ex- 


Poſe himſelfto the Wolves to ſave his Lambs. 

: 7, The nextact that paſſed, was an act of Peter, who ſeeing Malchus a for- 
ward bold fellow, a ſervant of the high Prieſt, and ſpirited like his Mater, 
begin tolay hold on Jeſus, petzr drew his Sword, and firlt asked Maſter ſhall [ 
ſuite? but before he could receivean Anſwer, Malchz going on, he gave Mal-

Again, Jeſus Chriſt declareth, that if h2 had need 
er defire of reſcue, 1could as4 my Father, and bave more then ten legions of Angels to 
reſcueme, All that Jeſus Chriſtdid for us was by voluntary diſp-nſation, Again 
Teſus Chriſt argueth, If I ſhould reſcue myſelf from them, how ſhould the Scrip- 
ture be fullfilled, which have foretold, that thus itmuſt be? Mat. 26.5045 3,54» 
Again he argueth, /oþ,48,11, The cup which my beavenly Father bath given me to drink 
halt 1 not drink ir? He had already thrice in Prayer ſubmitted to drink it, and 
now ſubmitteth again, | 

Secondly. Jeſus Chriſt touched Malchus hisear, and healed it, Zaky22.51. 
whether it did his ſoul any good or not, is not ſaid, there is no mention made of 
it; only Joþ.18.26. A Kinſman of Malcbus challenged Peter to be one of Jeſus his 
company, Did 1 not ſee thee in the Garden withbim ? and no doubt he could have 
told him, that it was he that cut off Malchus his ear; but becauſe of the Miracle 
which Jeſus did, in healing it with a touch, the High Prieſt (it islike) charged 
and they all agreed to bury it in as much ſilence as they could, for it was a great 
Conviction of their malice, that could not be mollified by ſuch a miracle, But

The firit Adam beg an fin in the garden of Paradice, and the ſecond Ad. - 
am began his lat ſufferings ina garden whcre Iefus was wont to- reſort, /ob. 18.2,

And the ſecond Adam entered into the field of his laſt ſufferings, by the ſmooth

was Father in law to Cajaphas the High Prieſt, Joſephus ſaith of him, that be was a 
wiſe man, and it is molt probable that Judas had made his bargain with him, and

Which anſwer 
of our Lord, quite ſtopped their mouthes, and put all to ſilence,

And the chief Pri:fts and all th:Counſell ſought for witneſs 
againſt Jejusto put him to death, and foundnone, For many bare faiſe Witneſs againſf 
bim; but their witnz(s agreed not together, And there aroſe certain, and bare falſe wit- 
neſs againſt him, |aying, We heard bim ſay, I will d:ftroy thu Tcmpie mad: with bands, 
and within three dayes 1 will build another made without hands. But neither did their 
Witneſs agree together. And the bigh Pri:ft ftood up in the mids, and a5ked 1eſus ſaying, 
Anſwereft thou nothinz ? What # it which theſe witneſs againſt thee f But be beid 
by peace, and anſnered nothing. 

Hereſee, 1. Thatthough they ſo abuſed our Lord Icſus for his Anſwer, 
and for putting them upon the right way of cnquiring, v#z. to ask his hearers, to 
{.e ifthey could teltife any thing againt him : tor in his Anſwer he had 1indica- 
ted himſclfand his Doctrine, both for matter and manner ; therefore if they 
would hnd any thing againſt him, it muſt be by Witneſſes that heard hin ; yet 


Row they are nece{litated to fall tothis courſe, as Jeſus had ſaid, thoug they had 


abuſed him for ſo ſaying, * 

2, All the Counſel there preſent,were unanimous in what they does & what do 
they 2 They ſought for falſe Witneſles, that they might find ſoine matter; or at 
lealt appearance of ſome matter, for which they might put him to death, They 
carried themſclves, and managed the matter ſo, that all might eaſily ſee their 
intent, to find ſome matter whereof to accuſe him, Becauſe they were reſolved 


to put him to death, they ſought not for what was true, juſt, righteous, but for - 


ſomething to criminate him, by Witneſſes, they cared not though it were falſe 
Witneſs, They encouraged them to teltife any thing. And when they miſre- 
preſented his words and meaning, they took the advantage to wring his words to 
the worlt ſenſe, as appeareth in that Inſtance, when Chriſt ſaid, They would ri- 
ineand deſtroy this Temple, his Body, and he would raiſe it up again the third 
day, So Johnrepreſenteth his words, Job. 2.19, he ſpake of the Temple of his 
ody, Nor was thereany capital crime in it as they repreſented his words, yet 
any thing will ſerve their turn, to be a ſeeming matter of accuſation, 
3. Theyconld find nothing wherein two witnefles agreed, among all the 
falſe witnelles, untill twojwitneſſes ſpake about deſtroying the Temple & raiſing 
it again in threedayes, And yet; theſe{two witneſſes agreed not inall points, 


' as Mar.14.59, telifieth. Thus they wearied themſelves in vain, finding nothing 


againit him,which left their envy naked, without any pretence of a covering, 

4. Then the high Prieſt deviſed another device, viz, to draw out Jeſus 
Chrilt to ſpeak; for he kept filence all this while, Could they draw him out to 
ſpeak, they might entangle him in his words, which artifice they had formerly 
uſed to catch him by, Mat,22.15, ſo now again they attempt that way, The 
high Prieſt ſtood up (a good civill deportment in publick affairs) and put him 
upon anſwering unto what they ſaid; and to ſharpen and quicken the matter, he 
putteth him on in a rebuking way : What ? Anſwereft thou nothing ? What «« this 
that theſe witneſs againſt thee? But this Stratagem prevailed not, Jeſus Rill held

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Anſw. ' 1. Becauſe'there was nothing to anſwer unto : they proved nothing; 

their witneſles agreed not, they confuted themſelves, they could fix and faſten 

nothing : there was no peed of an anſwer, and in ſuch caſc it is beſt to keep 

lence, : :

Id him to the crols, he pardon:d them and prayed for them. 

When viſible Profeflors of Jeſus Chriſt are Perſecutors of Chriſt, they will 
be violent and cruel, as now theſe were again{t Chrift, And no marvail that the 
Servants and inferiours were ſo cruel againit Chriſt, for they knew that they 

leaſed their Supericurs and Maſters, When Saul perſecuted David, every ab- 
ject durſt vent his venome againſt David : and Doeg fears not to be an informer 
again!t him. When Abſolom roſe up againit David, is it any wonder that 
Shim=i durſt ſhew himſelf to curſe David ? The horrible crueltyes and indigni- 
tyes of theſe Jewith Watchmen, thathad the charge of keeping their condemned 
Priſoner, will all, in many reſp=Cts ſtand upon the account of the high Prieſts and 
Rulers, They opened their ownenvy ſo bare and naked, that every body might 
tee it, And therefore their creatures were bold to doany thing again{t the Lord

; cell ſaying, Art thou the Chriſt ? tell itt, and he ſaid unto them, if Itell you , you 
w1ll not believe, and if 1alſo ark you, you will not anſwer me, nor let me g0.Here- 
after ſhall 1b Son "of man ſit on the right hand of the power of God, Then ſaid they 
all, art thou then the Son of God ? And he ſaid unto them, ye ſay thas Fam, And they 
ſaid, what need we any further witne(s ? for we our ſelves beve heard of his own mouth. 
It was about-Cocks crowing when Jeſus Chriſt was conderaned, committed to 
ſafe cuſtody undera ſtrong guard, The Court adjourned till morning, all the a- 


buſes that theſe carnal keepers inflicted on Jeſus, the remainder of the night,Lre- 


fer unto the fitth a&t of the Councii ; which for time extended till morning, and 
for cruelty it extended to Hell. 


Now in preparaticn for their proceeding inthe morning, they held a cloſe 


and private conſultation how to manage this great buſineſs. For ſeeing they now 
had (aggording; as they long dcfired and contrived to doe) apprehended him and 
condemned him, they were re{olved to put him to death, But they foreſaw ma- 
ny difkcultves inecedtingit.

4. Though Pate was a Parzn, yet they knew him tobe wiſe, juſt,and ofa no- 
ble Romane ſpirit, he will ſtrictly examine the caſe; and we know that we have 
no witnefles unto any thing we accuſe him of, wherein the witnefles agree, ſa-

Now with all poſſible haſt and ſpeed, they delivered him up to the Romane 

wer, asa condenined priſoner to be put todeath by them, after their manner, 

y crucifying, er hanging on a tree. Luke 23.1,And the whole multituiie of them a- 
roſe and led bim unto Pilate : all the Court and all the Creatures about them com- 
bined in this matter, to deliver him up to the Gentiles, as Jeſis Chrilt had fore- 
told that they will Math,20, 19. and Mar, 10433. 

The company that aCted theſe things,both Rulers and people, are Apoſtates, 
whoſe day of Grace was palt, as appeareth Math.23.37,38,39. Luk. 13-34435s 
O that thou badſt kearkned, at leaft in this tby day,but now it is bid from thine eyes, Such 
Perſons are the Dev1lls fitteſt in{truments to perſecute = us Chriſt and his ſaints, 
Theſe Sufferings of Jeſus Chriſt before the Council of the Jews were aggravatcd 
by this, becauſe they were his own people to whom he came and offered them 
mcrcy,and life eternal, and called them to Repentance, 

But behold how wickedly they dealt with him: they condemned him, but could 
find no other cauſe but his confeſling that he is the Meſſiah : and not only con- 


demned him, but committed him into the mercileſs hands of their Servants and _ 


creatures that did ſovilely abu ſe him all the night, and craftily dealt with him 
in the morning, and out of envy delivered him to the Romane power to be put

1. The place where Pilate began this Court, was in the Pretorzum, the Roman 
judgement Hall, Foþ.1$.2. there leſus Chrilt was preſented betore Pilate asa 
condemned perſon in the Court ( {uchas it was ) a Council of the I-ws, and they 
defired Pilate to put him to death after the Roman manner,by crucitying him;zand 
by the Roman power, | 

2. Pilate told them thathe coultnot juſtly condemn him to dy, until he had 
heard his accuſers face to face, and his offences lawfully proved againſt him, and 
thereofhe calledfor his accuſers, and witnefles of his evil deeds. 

2. Anſwer was made that the Ie+1s might not by their Law,come that day into 
the Pretorium, becauſe it was the Fea!t of the Paſsover, and the morrow wasthat 
Sabbath, which fell to be in their Feaſt week, and therefore it was an high day, 
T6b.19.31. The Feaſt was tv'be:celebrated ſeven dayes, Exod,12 15,18. in which 
week one day muſt of neceſſity be a Sabbath, and to morrow is that Szhbath. And 
therefore they intreated Pilate to put him to death, as one that they had condem- 
ned. It ſeems that they thought to catch Pilate by this means,to truſt them,and he 
their Servant to condemn and -execute him, becauſe they had condemned him, 
without ſeeing and examining the cauſe why they did condemn him. 

But Pilate would not doſo, a juſt judge muſt ſee the cauſe, before he condemrt 
the perſon todie,a juſt judge will ſtand upon his own legs,& ſee by his owneyes. 

4. Pilate though a, Pagan, yet in prudence ſo far complyed with reſpect to 
their Religion, which they propoſed and pretended in this caſe,and condeſcended 
to go out of the Pretorium, into ſome open phulick place, where the Tews might 
appear before him, all this ſee 7oþ.18.28,29, They went not into the Tudgement Hall, 
teaſt they ſhould be defiled, but that they might eat the Paſsover, Pilate then went out 
unto them, and ſaid, what accuſation bring you againſt this man? Thus Pilate diſaps 
pointed them of that device, whereby they thought to have bronght him to have 
believed and obeyed them, 1oþ.18.30, They ſaid that if he were not a Malefator 
we would not have delivered kim 10 thee, But Pilate would hear and ſce the cauſe 
Mimſelf, before he would condemn him. 

s. Now the chief Prieſts and Elders, who were his Judges before, and had 
condemn=A him in their Council, were his accuſers, and they accuſed him of 
miny things, both to vindicate themſelves, and their own aQ in condemning hint 
and t vent their envy againſt Jeſus Chriſt, That they did thus accuſe him of ma- 
ny things before Pilate, we have it from” Pilates own mouth, Math.27.13.

In this part of the Hiſtory ſee, 1. When the chief prieſts and Jews heard 
Pilat= teſtifie to the innocency of ſeſus a ſecond time, and that ſo plump & fully, 
they were greatly enraged, Our Engliſh Tranſlation renders the word very 
well, They were the more fierce, The ſhining innocency of any, ſhould the more 
qualihe and pacifie our minds, and moderate our ſpirits, This is the frame ofa 
good Spirit, that is aCted by Gods Spirit. But we fee that the notifying of the 
innocency of Jeſus Chriſt, did inrage them, Therefore we may ſee that they 
we: e acted by a Devilliſh ſpixit. They were reſolved to execute their envy a- 
gainſt Jeſus Chriſt by putting him to death; and therefore they were vexed 
that the Judge found him innocent,and it made them the more violent in aggra- 
\a* ny his ofences, which they imputed to him, 

2+, They inflame the matter which they accuſe him of, by putting a bad con- 
firu&tion upon his good aCtions,they ſay,he ſtirreth up the people by his teaching; 
he ſhaketh their hearts like asan Earthquake ſhaketh the Earth, ſo the word ftg- 
nifieth, The word of the Goſpel doth indeed ſhake the hearts ofmen, but it is 
to repentance, and to embrace the offer of grace and mercy inlefus Chriſt, and 
this is the real and true ſhaking,and heart ſtirring, that the Miniſtry of Ieſus had

Pilate did not only ſuppreſs his diſguſt 
anddiſpleaſure at the filence of Jeſus, but took patiently his reproof for his fin in 
perſecuting him, Yea and not only ſo, but from thenceforth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him. | 

Lueft, How did Pilate ſeek to releaſe him ? 

Anſw. By humane policies and Tricks, he had no better nor higher princis 
ples teat by. And this will be yery es. that all his humane policy and

1, Pilate conſidered that he mult (either by publick Articles, or by cuſtom) 
del:ver unto the peoplz one priſoner, whom they ſhould chuſe, at the Feaſt ofthe 
Paſſover, and the people began to call upon him for the performance of it, ſar,

2, Pilate contrived to give them their chorce of one, but ſo as that they 
ſhould be;forced to chuſe f gromomamm ſo deliver him by their ownact, Pilate 
would have done them good, but they would not, The way that he contrived 
was, to {treighten them intheir liberty of chuſing among all the priſoners ; he 
would give them their choice but of two,and they were Jeſus and Barrabas, Now 
this Barrabas was a Mutineer, a Robber, a Murderer, Mar.l5.7, Luk. 23. 196 
Toh. 18.40, But Jeſus was an innocent perſon, had done many good works a- 
mong them ; cnly the Prieſts had a ſpight and envy againſt him : and ail this 
Pilate knew tobe fo. Math.27.18. Therefore the Jews being a religious pec- 
ple, and willing to be accounted ioto be, will never chuſe Barrabas before Je- 
ſus, He thought verely to catch them in this Nooſe, And if they ſhould quar- 
rel him for {tre:ghtning their Liberty, he would fo delay the matter, that the 
caſe ſhould be forced to ſtop, until after the Feaſt was over, and by that time 
tte renvy might be cooled, Surely this was a notable Dilemma. 

3. Butthe Iews brake thisnet, and made nothing of it, They neither re- 

_ garded their own Religion, nor the honour of God concerned in it, Nor Cid 
they regard the innocenicy of Jeſus, nor the great good works that he had done 
among them and for them, Nor did they regard the vileneſs of Barrahas, nor 
his three horrible offences that he was guilty of, Theſe Conſiderations would 
have moved a Pagantoa better min@;and Pilate a pagan thought ſo, But they 
choſe Barrabas before Jeſus, a choice that a pagan would not have made, Yea 
Bot only ſo, but they urged that Jeſus might be crucified. Thongh Pilate oppc« 
ſed them ſaying, Why ? what evil bath be done ? Math.27,23, Mark. 15,14. Luk, 
23.22, 

Queſt. How came it to paſs, that the Jews a religions people, 'ſhould make 
ſec": a: wicked choice, that a pagan would not have done ? 

Anſw. See the reaſon of it; Math.27,20, The chief Prieffs and Elders perſms- 
ded the people to a5k Barrabas, and deffroy Teſus. SoMark,15,11, They that led them 
Cauſed them to erre, ſaie3.9, & g,l6s & 3029, Ier.23,13,33 The world is 
too full of ſuch ſad examples. 

Thus we tce the effect of the policy of Pilate, it did more hurt then good; if 
grew the people into a molt odious fin : it layes the Jews under ignominy and 
diſgrace unto this day, in the eyes of all the world that hear of tt.

They renounce Jeſus 
Chriſt to be their King and Saviour, 2, They acknowledge no King, but Celar, 
Foh.19-15, the chief Prieft anſwered,we bave no K ing but Ceſar,thus they renounce 
Ieſus Chrilt, yea, and the government of God, and put themſelves under the g0- 
yernment of the worlg, A#.3.13,14,15416. The God of Abraham, the God of Ijaacy 
ard of Facob, the God + "pon Fathers bath glorified bis Son Jeſus, whom ye delivered ups 
«nd denyed bim #n the preſence of Pilate, when he was determined to let him goe, but ye 
denyed the holy one, and the juft, and deftred a Murtherer to be granted unto you, and kil- 
led the Princeof life whom God hath raiſed / rom the dead, whereof we are witneſſes, 

Yea, further they retort and refle(t the Argument upon Pilate, Joh,19.12, if 
you refuſekim you are no friend to Ceſar,he that maketh himſclf to be a King,is againlt 
Cefar, he is the only King in the World, 

Thus Pilate got a ſad blow, which wounded his very heart, and wrought a ſad 
effe(t and change in him, for this very Argument brought Pilate about, tocon- 
demn Jeſus. They argued, if you diſmiſs him upon this point, thathe is the King 
of the Jews, you area Jew, and an Enemy to Ceſar, as we that oppoſe-you arc Roe 
mans and friends to Ceſar. Thus we ſee what ill ſucceſs Pilate had 1n all the pains 
he took to deliver Jeſus Chriſt out of theirhands, 

So much for the ſixth act of Pilate in this ſadCourt,the ſeventh a followeth, 
wherein finally he yieldethto the chief Prieſts and Jews to condemn Jeſus.

Tradition, that when the fourteenth day of the Moneth falleth tobe the fifth day 
of the week, that it might be lawful for any that would, to defer the Paſzover one 
day, that ſo the Sabbath day might be the day after the Paſsover, that ſo that 
Sabbath ſhould be an high day, as. the Sabbath after the ſuffering of ITeſus Chritt 
was accompted to be, Joþ,19.31. becauſe it was a double holy convocation,nuch

Chriſt, But it is moſt probable they took this man, to adde affliction to Jeſus

But here we may conſider three things, which I propoſe under ſubmiſſion ta 
better judgments, |

The place whither they carry him is Golgotha, the place of 2 ſcull, where many 
dead mens bones wereſome heaped up, ſome ſcattered about, and that made the 
place ceremonia!ly unclean,and that gave name to the place, Andas it was Cere- - 
monially a filthy place, ſo civilly it was no better, a place of reproach, diſgrace, 
diſhonour, a place where the worſt and vileſt malefactors were puniſhed, and ex- 
ecuted, the filthicſt place in the world, There our Lord Jefus ſuffered the pi. 
niſhment of our ſin, thewing us the jult deſert of our fin. 

When they were come to Golgotha, before they laid hands on the bleſſed per- 
ſan of our Lord Jeſus, they made preparation. 

I. They ſet up the Croſſes, the Crofs of Jeſus they {ct in the midſt, and the Mal-- 
factors, one on the rig it hand, the other on the left, yet ſet his Croſs in the chief 
place, as the greatelt Malefaftor : which though they did it out of envy toil; 
gracc him in the vileſt manner they could, yet God permitted it ſo to be done out 
of infinite wiſdome and jultice, For by imputation he was the greatelt of finners, 
ſecing all ſim met in him, was laid apon him, and laid to his charge, Iſat.53. Thri! 
Croſlcs were ſet ſo near together that they could all ſpeak to each other, as ap- 
peareth in the ſequel, 

2, They afkxed a Title at the top of Jeſus Chriſt his Croſs, to ſherv the cauſe 
for which he dyed, Math.27.37. and Mark,15.26, whether they did ſo to the 0- 
ther it it isnot ſaid, but ſo they did co Ieſus Chriſt, and this matter Pilate ordered -

their heart, when as a touch upon the head, would preſently finith their life, but 
Chriſt eſcaped this, by a divine band, - 

The occaſion that moved Pilate to command, that they ſhould be ſo killed, 
and hafnedto their death, was, the Jews requeſt that their legs might be broken, 
the reaſon which they propoſed was, becaule of the approach of the Sabbath, and 
it was the time of their Paſsorer feaſt. 

Ged commanded in the inſtitution of the Paſsover, that a bone thereof ſhould 
not be broken, Exvd,12.46. Numb,g.12, Which the Tews religiouſly obſerves in 
al ages &generations,but never knew the reaſon of this branch of the divineIni. 
tution. The infinite preſcience of Ged had reſpeCt unto this hiftory of the ſufer-. 
ings of Chrilt, which we are now treating off, Thele Iews poſſibly might ſee 
the reaſon of this branch of this Inſtitution ; I dare not ſay they did ſee it becauſe 
the Tcxt doth not ſayſo, . But if they had any ſuch intent to get his legs broke to 
blemiſhbim, who is the true Paſchal Lamb?

He buryal! of Ieſus Chriſt is a great point in Religion, both in the Pro- 
pheſy, and in the Hiſtory, and in the application. In the Hiſtory of this 


att of Chriſtian love, ſee fir{t the perſons that did with due reverence 
perform this ſervice tothe dead body ofour Lord, Joſeph of Arimathex 
and Nicodemus, they wowd not leave his blefled Corps to the ruds diſpoſal and 
uſage of Hangmen, and Executioners. But with their own hands they did reve. 
rently lay him into a Tomb. Theſe two men were hononrable men, for they were 
both of them of the Council, bat conſented not with them in their condemning 
of Jeſus, Zuk,23.51, the ſame did not conſent to the Council, and deed of them, 
It is like that neither Joſeph nor Nicodemus were ſent unto, or called unto their 
Clandeltine night Court, wherein Jeſs was condemned, they knew that they 
would oppoſe, they had experience of Nicodemus his oppoſing them ; how many 
more ofthe Council might be abſent from that night Court, is not ſaid, it is like 
that it was carryed on by a FaCtion,that adhered to that violent young man Caia-» 
»Plaas, aud his Father in law Annas, For in the Hiſtory we find all the Council 
preſent,to be of one mind, therefore neither of theſe two worthy men were with 
them, Theſe were bath holy men, and true Diſciples of Jeſus Chriſt, yet for- 
merly they toth of them had been timorous profeflors, Fob.19.38,39, Joſepha 
Diſciple of Jeſus Chriſt, but ſecretly for fear of the Jews, And Nicodemus who 
at firſt came to a by night, ſee a little what the Scripture ſaith of theſe, firlt of

-n hard by, which was Joſephs, where wasa nzw Sepulchre, h2wen out of a 
Rock, which Joleph had prepared for his own buryal, in which never yet had any 
man b2en buryed ; thzre they didat preſent lay up the body, th2 .approaching of 
the Sabbath p=rmitting them to do no more: they rowleda great ſtone to the 
dore of the Vault, which ſhut it cloſeup, And ſo they departed, 

Lo hzre we find the dead boly of Jeſus Chrilt ſeparated from his Soul, laidup 
among thoſe that are gonz down to the pit, under the power of dzath, and the 
grave, in the very bottom of his humiliation, 

His Soul was in his Fathers boſome, in Paradice, far out of the reach of th2 Ene- 
my, though in a ſuffering condition, becauſe in a ſtate offep2ration from his body, 
there was he pleading and interceding for the Church, The gootl women oh- 
ſerved diligently where he was buryed, purppſing after the'Sabbath to perfect his 
embalming, for which purpoſe they brought and prepared ſweet Spices, £44,2: , 
«6, and 24.1. Mark.16,1. | 

Surely they meant tohave emboweled the Corps, and to have filled the body 
with ſweet Spices, (5c. for ſowas the manner of embalming of d-ad bodyes ; 
they did not underftand nor believe, nor expe his Reſurrection, though he had 
often foretold it, 

But here behold the wonderful Providence of God, for ever to be admired,that 
by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time to the beginning of the Sabbath, which pro- 
hibited. them from doing any more at preſent, unto the body, and the interpoſt- 
tion of the Sabbath, prevented them all that day, But they intended after the 
Sabbath to have perfeRed his embalming, for which purpoſe the godly women 
cane very early, and brought their Spices, And when they came there, he was 
rien before they came, 

Herealſo we may behold and admire at the powe? of the Croſs of Chriſt, ac- 
cording to that word of [oþ.12.32, an1 1 when 1 amlifted up will draw all men unto 
422, 0n8 would have thought in reaſon that theſe timorous noble Profeſſors would 
now have been more timorous then ever they had been ; But behold the coritra- 
ry, for now they are more bold tlien ever they were, Again, one inreafon 
would have thought that the Centurion and all that were on the guard with him,

 dſurrection, After the Incarnation and birth of Jeſus Chriſt, the whole- 
conſpir acy of Devils and wicked, men was, to kill him and to conquer him by 
death:toremoye him out of their way,after they bad conquered and killed him by 
death; all their conſ; piracy was to keep him dead, to ſeal him up in hisgrave, that 
be ſhould not riſe again, we may ſes what the Jews ( by Satansinitigation no 
doubt) did this way, Maiþ:27.62, 4 67. where lee the time of this at, the mor- 
mng after the preparation,or celebration ofthe Paſsover, which was upen the ye- 
TY $abbath day, yea, though it wasan high day, /oh.19.31. being the morrow 
aſter the Paſzover, They pretended to be very z=alous for the Sabbrth, to pick 
up matter ayain't Chriſt, when he did good works of charity upon the Sabbath 
day, But now they can goto Pilate and tranſaR their envyous huſineſs againſt 
Chriſt npon this highSabbeth day. The a&ors of this buſineſs werethe chicfPrieſts 
and /Phariſ-es, who pretended to be moſt zealous for the Sabbath, but here we 
ray ſee their hypocriſy, What did they upon this Sabbath ? they came to Pi- 
late, and fir?t ſee the term they give to Chriſt, that deceiveror impoſtor, we ſee 
here that his blood and death could not queach their rancor of heart againſt him, 
They inform Pilate that he had faid that he wouldriſe again the third day, which 
they deſired to prevent, uſing this Argument to perſwade Pilate to affiſt them, 
leaſt his Diſciples ſhould come in the night and ſteal away his body, and then tcit 
the people that he was riſen again, according as he hath ſaid he would do, . And' 
the Effet of that would be worſt ofall, our laſt error would be worſe then the 
firlt, if we let him riſe again, it will make us more odious to the people, then our 
puiting him to death hath done, 
Pilate impowereth them to make his grave as faſt and ſure as they can, or de= 
-fire todo, by a watch, or any other means, Whereupon they went -upon the 
lame Sabbath day, they ſet a watch ( ſtrong enough you may be ſure ) at the 
Arave, and ſealed up the great ſtone that lay upon thegraves mouth, and now let 
tam riſe ifhecan. 
- But herein we may behold the admirable wiſdome of God, and folly of man, 
that the very way which they took to prevent his Reſurrection, was a means to 
make his Reſurrection moſt evident and manifeſt unto all ; the Watchmen were 
witneſſes ofit. Though they did afterweads corrupt them with large money to 
make a foolith lye, which is current among the Jews unto this day ; and hereby 
their laſt error is indeed as bad, if not worſe then the firſt, . 
When Jeſus Chriſt breathed out his bleſſed Soul into his Fathers boſome, it.

But alas, this was but ſmall relief to innocent Mary, though her life, and her 


| conception was by this means ſpared, yet the ſcandal remained, and the reproach 


of Incontinency and Whoredome in the Mother, and Illegitimacy on the child, 
and all this came upon them, not malitiouſly by adverſaryes, for then it might 
have been borne, but regularly by the Law of God & by Foſeph walking regularly,

thy wife, for that which is conceived in ber is of the: Holy Ghoſt, and ſhe ſball bring 
fanbs Son, and thou ſhalt call bis Name Feſus, for be ſhall ſave bu people from their ſons. 

Oh what an eaſe and lifting up of heart wasthisto Foſeph ! and what a fu 
ofconfirmation of the Faith of Mary, and conſolation to her diſtrefled Soul, when 
I:ſepb related the ſame unto her. .. 

Now Joſeph withall ſpeed conſummafed- ( according to their publick manner } 
their marriage, and took her to his houſe, Yet they now both being-divinely in- 
formed of the divinity ofher Conception, and well knowing the promiſe of the 
Meſſiah, and the expectation of all Iſrael, ofhis coming abcut this time,and believ- 


{| ing the Divine Oracle, that this ighe, by conſent and agreement, out of holy reve- 


rence tothe Lord, be knewwber not '1i1h ſhe bad brought forth ber firſt born Son, and be 
called bis Name Jeſus, Math, 1.25.
